The vosse], a8 previously 
atuted, left Shanghai on the 17th inatant,in 
ballast, for this port. Vory beuvy weather 
was experienced on the evening of tha 20th, 
while attémptitig to wecther the north end 
of tho Gotos, a perfoot gale setting in from 
the N, W. In spite of every effort, the 
veesel became ombayed, and at about 2.30, 
om. drove ashore at Naka-Kurase, A lide 
was gotashore by one of the crow, and by 
“the aidof thia atl hands managed to got 
ashore, with the exception of an unfortunate 
Chinaman, an A. B., whoeo body was picked 
up, and buried the following day. ‘Tho 
Dativesashors treated the ship-wrecked mea 
with tho” greatest of kindness, and thoy 
remained thore until taken off by the versel 
in charge of Lieutenant Yoshima, on Sanday, 
Contrary to tho report already received here, 
noithor tho Captain nor any members of tho 
orew. were injured. They lost practically 
all thoiz’ personal belongings, however. A 
fow hours after the crow got ashore tho 
masts went by tho board, while tho vessot 
commenced to rapidly break up, and OW 
yomoine almost votirely submerged, in a 
aondition which precludes gll hops, of her 
boing raloed.
